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St. LUKE xv. 10. 


There is joy in the preſence of the angels of God, over 
one finner that repenteth, 


HERE is no attribute which the gracious 
Creator of mankind appears to delight and 


glory in ſo much, as that of his mercy 

and tenderneſs towards the ſons of men. They 
were, indeed, originally the ſons of God ; and, had 
it not been for their ſhameful diſobedience, might 
have continued heirs of immortality, ſtrangers to fin, 
and exempt from the power and bondage of its cer- 
tain attendant, death. Yet no ſooner had an en- 
vious apoſtate ſpirit ſeduced them from their obe- 
dience, and deprived them of their innocence; than 
the Father of mercies immediately . decreed their 
redemption and deliverance. The enemy was to 
prevail for a time: he bruiſed the heel, and made 
the paſſage, through this world, painful and uneaſy : 
but his defeat and ſhame, were to have their fignal 
"© accom- 


—— 


appointed a preacher of righteouſneſs. 
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accompliſhment, when the ſed of the woman ſhoud 


triumph over, and bruiſe his head. 


The ſorrow of our firſt parents after their expul- 
ſion from paradiſe, their attention to the laborious 
taſk then aſſigned them, and the few wants whereof 
ſimple nature demanded the ſupply ; might keep 
them for ſome time ignorant, to what a degree their 
appetites and paſſions were inflamed and corrupted 
by their fall. But, even in their immediate deſcend- 
ants, envy and rage produced murder: and they 
had fad experience, that heir eyes being opened to 
the knowledge of good and evil, without the power 
of adhering to the one, or avoiding the other, was 
their greateſt curſe : and, that whatever w/o they 
had gained, deſcended not from above, but was earthly, 


ſenſual, deviliſh. 


Soon did the abominations of that race provoke 
the Almighty to ſweep them off from the face of 
the earth, by a general deluge. Yet ſtill did mercy 


appear in the midſt of judgment. The family of 


Noah were ſaved, over whom that patriarch was 


Nor 
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Nor was mankind ever left, from that time, till 
Chriſt himſelf made his appearance in the fleſh, 
without an inſtructor or lawgiver. Various in- 
ſpired meſſengers were ſent to declare the will of 


God: to preſs men to obedience: to ſhew the de- 


ſtructive effect of ſin; its tendency to certain ruin 
and deſtruction, with the bleſſed conſequences and 
glorious rewards of virtue and goodneſs. To theſe 
remonſtrances were added the moſt ſolemn and 
repeated declarations from the Almighty, that he 
hath no pleaſure in the death of the wicked, but was 


moſt affectionately defirous that they would fear 


him and keep his commandments always, that it might 
be well with them, and with their children for ever. 
To this, all the ſcriptures of the old teſtament, bear 
ample teſtimony. 


But ſweet and comfortable as the ſubject is, let 
us not digreſs too far, in enumerating the tender 
mercies of God to mankind before the appearance 
of his bleſſed Son upon earth. Alas! to wretched 
mortals, dead in treſpaſſes and fin : who being pa/? 
feeling, had given themſelves over unto laſciviouſneſs 
to work uncleanneſs with greedineſs : little could 
avail the moſt powerful arguments, ſo long as fin 

| maintained 
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maintained its dominion over them: and they 


found within themſelves a law, that when they would 
do good, evil was preſent with them. 


Such are we all by nature: unable of ourſelves to 
help ourſelves. But when the Son of God was made 
manifeſt, according to God's eternal decree, as our 
Saviour and Redeemer : there was then a new co- 
venant between God and man. A covenant not 
of works, but of grace. Able as God to forgive fans : 
and capable as men to ſhed his moſt precious blood 
for our redemption ; and by the one ſacrifice of him- 
ſelf once offered, to make full attonement for the 


{ins of the whole world. 


This Prince of peace proclaimed a free pardon, 
without exception or limitation, to all who ſhould 
defire it, to the end of the world, upon the two 
neceſſary and moſt reaſonable conditions of Faith and 
repentance, viz. ſuch a faith, as to have a full be- 
lief and aſſurance in the bleſſed Jeſus, as a teacher 
ſent from God, and partaker of his divine nature 
and the alone mediator between God and man, by 


ſhedding his moſt precious blood for us. The 


other requiſite, no leſs neceſſary for our reconcilia- 
tion 
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tion with God, is repentance, or a ſincere ſorrow for 
ſin, with an earneſt endeavour, by the uſe of thoſe 
means which he preſcribes, to become better. 
Whoſoever accepts of the gracious offers of Chriſt's 
goſpel, on theſe terms; is accepted by God, re- 
deemed by Chriſt, and made capable of an inheri- 
tance in his everlaſting kingdom. Nay our Lord 
aſſures us that the worſt of finners ſhall not be re- 
jected, if they properly apply for mercy : that God | 
and his holy angels behold their return into the 
ways of ſalvation with pleaſure, and that Here is joy | 
in heaven over one inner that repenteth. 


| 
To illuſtrate this tender and affectionate regard | 
of the Almighty Creator, for the recovery of his mi- | 
ſerable and loſt creatures, we have three parables | 
contained in this ſingle chapter. That of the loſt | 
ſheep ; the loſt piece of money, whereof my text is | 
the moral or application ; and the return of the 
. prodigal ſon. Theſe have all the ſame comfortable 'l 
tendency, viz. To give the ſtrongeſt aſſurances that 
words can convey, of God's readineſs and delight in: 
receiving and pardoning every penitent ſinner. 


wt Let 
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Let us therefore proceed— 

Firſt, To examine what proof and aſſurances we 
have of the divine tenderneſs and delight, in receiv- 
ing and pardoning repenting ſinners. 

Secondly, To conſider what diſpoſitions of heart 
theſe aſſurances of God's tenderneſs and delight 
to fave and to pardon repenting finners ought to 


raiſe in us, and what are the due returns to be made 


I ſhall then conclude with ſuch obſervations as 
appear particularly applicable to the occaſion of our 
preſent meeting, and oſ that charity which is the 
immediate object of our conſideration, 


Firſt, Let us examine into the comfortable proofs. 
and aſſurances which we have of the Divine tender- 
neſs and delight in receivingand pardoning repenting 
ſinners; as we find them urged in the doctrine, 
and exemplified in the practice of our bleſſed Sa- 
viour Jeſus Chriſt. | 


This is amply expreſſed, in his general invitation 
to 


= 
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to all who are oppreſſed with the burden of their 


ſins. Come unto me, all ye that labour, and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you ret. He makes 
the fame declaration to every deſponding ſinner, 
that he did to one of his apoſtles: My graceis /uf- 
ficient for thee, for my ſirength is made perfect in 


weakneſs. 


Nor were the moſt heinous and abominable ſins, 

a bar to pardon and grace; whenſoever a ſincere 
repentance was apparent to the ſearcher of hearts. 
Witneſs, that woman of the city of Main, whoſe ſcan- 
dalous life had been ſo notorious, that the phariſee 
with whom Jeſus ſat at meat, was offended that our 
Lord ſhould ſuffer a perſon of ſo infamous a charac- 
ter to approach his perſon ; even to give proofs of 
her deep ſorrow and penitence ; by waſhing his 
feet with her tears, and wiping them with the hairs 
of her head; faying within himſelf ; This man, if 
he were a prophet, would have known who, and what 
manner of woman this is who touched him. Where- 
upon, Jeſus, being acquainted with his thoughts, 
puts the caſe of two debtors, who owed to the ſame 
creditor, the one a ſmall, and the other a large ſum : 
B | and 
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and that the creditor, when they had nothing to pay, 
frankly forgave them both: aſking the phariſee, 


which of them would love his benefactor molt. 


And upon his admitting, that it muſt be he, to whom 
he forgave moſt ; our bleſſed Lord, moved with the 
ſignal evidences of the woman's repentance, declared 
that her fins, which were many, were forgiven her, 


for that fhe had loved much : telling her that her faith 
had ſaved her, and bid her go in peace. 


In no one inſtance do we find the gate of mercy 
ſhut, where faith moved the finner to apply, and due 


tokens of repentance accompanied the application. 


It is true, indeed! we are not informed of the parti- 
cular impurities of the laſt mentioned penitent, but 
left to our conjectures, whether it was proſtitution, 
or the more complicated crime of adultery, always 


attended with conſequences too ſhocking to enume- 


rate. But we may fee, in a very ftrong light, our 


Lord's treatment of an adultereſs : one deſtitute of 


all defence, being talen in the very act. The ſcribes 
and phariſees bring her to Jeſus, and quote the 
puniſhment due, by the law of Moſes, to ſuch a 


crime: which was that of being ſtoned to death: 


but 
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but with a deſign to enſnare him, refer the crimi- 


nal to his judgment. Upon which, our bleſſed 
Lord reverſes not the legal ſentence, nor ſeems to 
regard their queſtion, but, well knowing their cor- 
rupt intentions, in referring the judgment to him. 


He ſaid unto them: He that is without fin among ft 


you, let him firſt caſt a ſtone at her. When con- 
ſcious guilt had ſent away all her accuſers, and the 


woman was left alone, ſtanding before her deliverer, 
who knew the ſentiments of her heart, moſt mildly 
and mercifully aſked her—Hath no man condemn- 
ed thee? And ſhe ſaid, No man, Lord. And 
Jeſus ſaid, Neither do I condemn thee : go, and fin 


0 HIOYE. 


Such was the readinefs of Jeſus Chriſt to accept 


of, and pardon every penitent ſinner, to reſcue 


them from perdition, and reſtore them to health and 


ſalvation z and what he aſſures us gives joy in the 
preſence of the angels of God : and was the greateſt 


delight of his moſt holy life upon earth, Which 


which brings me now to conſider 


Secondly, What diſpoſitions of heart, theſe aſſu- 
B 2 rances 
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rances of God's tenderneſs and delight to fave and 
pardon repenting ſinners ought to raiſe in us. 


The application to ourſelves is very eaſy and 


plain, as St. Paul expreſſes the whole in one im- 


portant precept, which is now become my duty 
to urge; Let this mind be in you, which was 


alſo in Chrift Jeſus. If you are actuated by the 


ſame ſpirit of love and charity, which was the 


invariable rule of your bleſſed Saviour's actions, 


little need will there be for any perſuaſions from this 


place ; little aid can human argument or oratory 
afford to inforce your imitation of ſo godlike an 
example; though I could ſpeak with the tongue 
of men and angels. Charity, that ſuperior excel- 


lence, will ſpeak more movingly in behalf of the 


broken and contrite heart ; the truly penitent and 


returning ſinner. Where that greateſt of all chriſtian 


graces has taken root in the heart, it will not fail 
to ſpring forth in ſtreams of love and mercy, ſuf- 
ficiently evincing the divine fountain from whence 
it proceeds, — I already ſee with pleaſure, in this 
numerous aſſembly, a readineſs to follow the great 
leader of our falvation in the glorious example, 
which he has ſet” before us: and may he animate 

and 
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and aſſiſt us, in the effectual purſuit of it! We 
are all ſinners, and the beſt of us would be as to- 
tally and irrecoverably loſt, as the moſt profligate 
and abandoned wretch; were it not for the ſame 
Redeemer, the ſame faith, and the ſame hope. We 


are aſſured that the deſign of our heavenly Father's 


long ſuffering, under ſuch manifold provocations, as 
are daily given to his Divine Majeſty, proceeds from 
his great unwillingneſs that any ſbould periſh, but that 
all ſhould come to refentance. And now, let us 
conſider within our own breaſts, whether we are 
not bound by every tie, that can be thought of; 
by that of gratitude, by ſclf-preſervation, by every 
laudable and truly chriſtian motive, to co-operate 
with God and Chrift, in this great work, to the 
very beſt of our powers and abilities? Remember- 
ing, that he who ſhewed no compaſſion and mercy to 
his fellow ſervant, was, for that reaſon, excluded from 
the mercy of his Lord. And, on the other hand, that 
he who converteth a finner from the error of his 
ways, ſhall ſave a ſoul from death, and ſball hide a 
multitude of fins. 


To ſeek and 70 [ave thoſe which were hoft  miſer- 
| ably 


Motos. - 
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ably loſt and abandoned; is the great and impor- 
tant deſign, of this, truly chriſtian, charity; which 
occaſions our preſent meeting, and is the immediate 


object of our conſideration. And this I now pro- 
ceed, in the laſt place to conſider 


Which I ſhall beg leave to do, by an humble ad- 
dreſs to humanity itfelf. Are we not all of the ſame 
fleſh and blood ? the frail deſcendants of the ſame 
unhappy anceſtors, who became an eaſy prey to the 
wiles of that ſubtle tempter, who knew his advantages 
too well, not to make his firſt attack upon the weaker 
and more defenceleſs ſex? The ſame diabolical plan 
has been invariably purſued, even to this our day; and 
can any human heart beſteeled to ſuch an inſenſibility, 
as not to ſympathize with the ſufferings and miſeries 
of the unhappy victims? Bleſſed be God, if ſuch 
there be, they certainly make no part of this aſ- 
ſembly.—We are not to wonder; that our adver- 
ſary the devil, who as a roaring lion, walking about 
ſeeking whom he may devour, ſhould labour inceſ- 
ſantly, to bring the moſt innocent, the tendereſt, 
and moſt beautiful part of the creation to ruin and 
deſtruction. Well knowing, as from the begin- 
—— ning, 
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ning, that no miſery can poſſibly affect them, but 
what muſt neceſſarily involve the other fex in its 
conſequences, But how ſhould our indignation 
ariſe, at the thoughts, that he has his repreſentatives, 
his factors and agents, of our own ſpecies, and in 
every rank and degree | wretches, who glory in their 
ſhame, who boaſt of the ruins they daily make; 
whilſt their unpuniſhed crimes render them the 
reproach of juſtice, and the peſt of ſociety, ſtill 
make pretenſions to I know not what—which they 
call, Honor. Honeſty we are able to define: every 
man's conſcience informs him clearly what it is: 
but this vague and unmeaning term Honor, if col- 
lected from the daily practices of mankind, and 
particularly in the inſtances now under our conſider- 
ation, ſeems to admit of every artifice, every ſpecies 
of meanneſs, fraud, and injuſtice; of which the juſt 
reward, ought to be /o:e thing elſe, inſtead of, Ho- 
nor—viz,—juſt what the rich ſpoiler would pay i 
to another; if the like misfortune came into his 
own family. Nothing ſo common, fo confident, 11 
and barefaced, as the ſpoils of innocence; and that Ho 
inexpreſſible, that incurable woe, thereby intro- 


duced into miſerable, and broken-hearted families; 
with- 
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without one pang of remorſe, without any ſenſe of 
ſhame, on the part of the infernal deceiver. Per- 
mit me ſtill further to open this horrible ſcene. 


How ſhocking | how inſupportable to any of us! 
would be the thoughts of a ſeducer vilely infinuat- 
ing himſelf into the affections of an hitherto du- 
tiful and beloved child: to triumph over her inno- 
cence, deſtroy thoſe ſeeds of virtue, which had been 
the conſtant endeavour of our lives to cultivate; 
in order to triumph over her weakneſs; and at one 
fatal, unguarded hour, to make her the known and 
infamous victim of his brutal paſſion! The heart, 
I am perſuaded, of every parent who hears me, 
throbs, at the very ſuppoſition.— Yet, believe me! 
wherever virtue makes its reſidence, be it in the 
cottage, or the palace; the ſame woe, the ſame un- 
utterable diſtreſs, is the certain conſequent of ſuch 
a diabolical triumph. — But what becomes of the 
unhappy victim] whoſe very beauty and innocence, 
concurred with the well-diſſembled vows of her 
wicked ſeducer, to render her a more eaſy prey to 
his brutal paſſion! Alas! the irrecoverable ſtep once 
taken, ſhe dares not look back, —Convinced by ſad 


; | expe- 
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experience, of the falſehood and baſeneſs of man- 
kind, to whom ſhould ſhe fly? She dares not meet 
the eye of an offended, and enraged parent, whoſe 
miſery and ruin, ſhe now ſees connected with her 
own. Having nothing to plead, when virtue and 
innocence are gone, ſhe experiences the taunts 
and reproaches of the loweſt of thoſe wretches, who 
rejoice to ſee her placed upon a level with them- 
ſelves. The very abjects come together againſt her 
unawares, makins mows at her, and ceaſing not. — 
Being thus become the ſcorn and reproach of her 
former friends, the object of univerſal deteſtation, 
unknowing where to hide her guilty head, ſhe now 
perſiſts in proſtitution, out of mere neceſſity, and 
for a wretched maintenance, compleats the ruin, 
not only of a corrupted infectious body, but of an 
immortal ſoul ; for the redemption of which, her 
bleſſed Saviour had paid the full price.---But alas! 
the meaſure of her iniquities being full: faith no 
longer operates : not one petition for grace, not one 
penitent thought or wiſh. She, herſelf, then be- 
comes the ſeducer of the other ſex ; glorying in her 
revenge; verifying that curſe denounced by the 
prophet Jeremy againſt the Jews; 1have brought 

C upon 
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upon them, againſt the mother of the young man, a 
ſpoiler at noon day. I have cauſed him to fall upon 
it ſuddenly, and terrors upon the city. 


Terrors indeed | upon every city, arrived to this 
abandoned pitch. Where, the thoughtle/s youth go- 
eth after her, as an ox goeth to the ſlaughter, or a 
fool to the correction of the ſhocks, till a dart ſtrikes 
through his liver, as a bird haſteth to the ſnare, and 
knoweth not that it is for his life : and both become 
the objects of the Divine vengeance againſt incor- 
rigible, and unrelenting finners.--—— 


Theſe are pictures, my brethren! too full of hor- 
ror, to be dwelt upon any longer.— Is there, there- 
fore, a place of refuge, whither the penitent, it ſhe 
happily becomes ſuch, may repair to, and be ſure of 
a kind and charitable reception? where, as the pro- 
phet Ezekiel expreſſeth it, Te hall remember your 
ways and all your doings wherein ye have been de- 
defiled, and ye ſball hath yourſelves in your own fight, 
for all the evils that ye have committed, and ſhall 
know, that I am the Lord, when I have wrought 
1 with you, for my name's ſake, not according to 
| | | your 
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pour wicked ways, nor according to your corrupt 


doings, 


Bleſſed be God for his mercies! Such a place there 
is now provided, —where, every motive to repent- 
ance, every inducement to reformation is conftantly 
urged, and warmly preſſed, by the generous, the 
pious, and illuſtrious, propoſers, ſubſcribers, and 
ſupporters, of this truly chriſtian charity, towards | 
the bodies and ſouls of thoſe who claim its aid. | 
Which, doubtleſs has been the cauſe (and ever muſt) | | 
of joy, not only in the preſence of the angels of God in | 


heaven, but of all true chriſtians here upon carth.
